@he Republican Bditors of Ohio, in Convention, Ap- 
peal to the Senate of the United States to In- 
westigate the Oharges Against Senator 
Peyne—The Rosolutions Offered. 


Cotumevs, O., Jaly 8.—The republican edi- 
tors of Obio met at eleven a. m., pursuant to 
call, to express themselves on the action of the 
senate ofthe United States, through its com- 
mittee on privileges and elections, refusiag to 
order an investigation of the charges made in 
connection with the election of Senator Henry 
M. Payne. There were seventy-five editors 
registered and about seventy counties in the 
state represented. 

At the foreneon session, General James M. 
Comly, of Toledo, was elected president of the 
convention and 8S. J. Flickinger, of Columbus, 


secretary, and the following committees ap- 


pointed: 

Resolutions—M. Halstead, W. 8S. Cape'lar, Charies 
F. Baldwin, pom P. Treat, John Hapley, Lee Hirsch 
and Dan A. Budd. 

Permanent organization of Ohio republican edi- 
tors—D. D. Taylor, W. C, Lyons, C. BE. Bonebrake, 
F, 8. Wilson, T. C. Reynolds. 

Telegrams were read from a large number of 
Cditors who were unable to be present, ex- 
pressing their sympathy with the movement, 
among them Edwin Cowles, of the Cleveland 


Leader, who said: 

The republicans of northern Ohio unanimously 
condemn the action of the United States senate in 
condoniueg the by of the senatorial nomination 
for H. B. Payne; that justice to him requires that 
the charges should be investigated, and that his 
silence in not demanding an investigation speaks 
volumes, and if innocent he should clear his name 
from suspicion. 

The convention adjourned to 1:30 o’clock, 
when the committee on resolutions submitted 


the followine: 

*‘fo the Senate of the United States: The repub- 
lican editors of Ohio, in convention assembled 
res ages | represent that the circumstances pre- 

og and attending the election, in 1881, of 
Henry B. Payne to the United States senate from 
Ohio, induced a firm belief in the public mind at 
the time that his election was accomplished by 
the corrupt use of ag b Developments since 
have confirmed this belief. It has become the 
Settled conviction of the people of Ohio that Mr. 
holds his seat in the senate as the 

result of bribery. It would be difficult to find a 
well-informed person in the state seriously to dis- 
pute the fact. Theseconvictions are not the result 
of partisan feeling. for itis notorious that the ac- 
cusations of corruption originated with persons of 
opposite political opinions from ourselves, and pha 

e influence of money and the power of party dis- 
cipline have, in most cases, Caused them to defend 
rather than to denounce, these charges 
made by themselves. Your memorial- 
ists share the neral conviction. The 
for reaching evils of the situation are manifest, 
and redress can only come fiom the senate of the 
United Sates. 

We therefore respectfully and oormecey request 
ihat the senate will direct an investigation to be 
made, believing it will ectablish the charges of 
bribery and corruption formally pregented by the 
Ohio senate and thejhouse of representatives, Ex- 
pressive of the convictions of the republican edi- 
tors of Ohio are enclosed, resolutions and address 
adopted, and we ask that the senate shali vindicate 
the character cf the state, either by clearing up 
these charges or by purifying that honorable bod 
from the presence of a member corruptly elected. 

Resolved, That it is declared to be the belief of 
members of this convention,and they so charge, 
that the clection of Henry B. Payne tothe senate 
of the United States was procured by the corrupt 
use of large sums of money, furnished and dis- 
bursed by acknowledged agents and representa- 
tivesof Mr. Pavne,and that the conveation fur- 
ther deciaresits belief that an investigation by 
the senate will substavtiate this charge, and thev 
are not.wware thatithat fact pis been yu apy dircet 
and 1e-porsible way denied. 

Resolved, Thatthe senate commitice on privi- 
leges and elections be,anditis hereby requested 
to act favorably upon the communication of the 
members of the Ohio delegation in congress, ask- 
ing fora reconsideration of the vote whereby the 
Committee declined to recommend an investiga- 
tion of the election of Mr. Payne, and also totake 
into consideration the final communication of 
Representatives Litileand Butterworth, offering 
further evidence of bribery in the election of Mr. 
Payne, and further weightier reasons for investi- 
gating. 

4 Resolved, That in case the senate committee on 
privileges and elections adhere to its reported de- 
cision, the senate of the United States pe request- 
ed to take this decision of its committee on privi- 
leges and elections into consideration and reverse 
t 


it. 

Resolved, That it is suggested to the senate of 
the United States not to ignore its time-honored 
precedents and turn fromits door a state which 
comes so fully supported, preferring the charge tnat 
one of its seats in that body was purchased with 
money, a charge, which ifignored by the senate, 
must uniavorably influence the reputation of that 
body itself. 

Resolved, That it isthe right of the people of a 
State, fundamentel and vital in character, to have 
an investigation into a senatoria! election therein 
when the same is charged by representatives and 
responsibie authority, as has been done in this 
Case to pave been accomplished by bribery or 
other corrupt means. 

Zesolved, Thata copy of these resolutions, at- 
tested by the officers of this convention, be trans- 
mitted to the president of the senate. 

The foregoing resolutions were supple- 
mented by the following memorial addressed 
to the seuate of the United States: 

The republican editors of Otio, assenthled to 
Covsider a matter of grave concern to their state 
and tothe nation, ask the attention of the United 
States sevate and of the country toa brief presen- 
tion of the case. For the first time in the history 
of the republic, a state, speaking through its leg- 
islative aud other equally responsible acceded 
agenis, preferring before the proper committee of 
the watiopal senate, definite and well 
supported charges of wholesale bribe- 
cy in the purchase of oO2¢e of hr 
seats in the senate, has, so far as the committee on 
privileges aud electionsof the senate can decide, 
been turued away and refused the opportunity 
which she soughtto make good the charges o 
bribery by legal proof. Through accreditedjrepre- 
Scnitativis, the state has asked the senate and sup- 
ported hefore its committee on privileges 
end elections with such authority 
the cirectness of the spocification and show- 
ing tuch creditable and convincing evidence as 
‘ bas never bcfore been brought to senatocsial atten- 
fioh.in any cause which the record of congress 
rom ses. This will appear from the following 

ects: 

First, upon the widely printed charge that fif- 
teen meiibers of the legislature which elected Mr. 
Payne had been paid money for their votes. The 
house of representatives of our state promptly or- 
cered au investigation into the case of four of its 
members, wro had been members ofthe former 
legislature, and who were awong those charged 
with having receiveu bribes. 

While this committee did not find evidence to 

rove the charges against these particular mem- 

vers, it did transmit evidence tothe senate of the 
United States which established as strong prima 
facia a case of fraud in the election of Payne, as 
wasever laid before thatbody in any similar case, 

« ihe stale central republican committee

tion and belief thatthe seat of Mr. Payne was 
purchased, and requesting the senate to investi-

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RIVERS AND HARBORS. 


The Senate Discusses Amendments to the 
Bill—The Hennepen Canal. 

WaAsHINeTON, July 8.—The senate met at 
11 a. m., and after presentation of usul nam- 
bers of petitions proceeded to business on the 
calendar. 

The resolutions for inquiry into authority 
under which a so-called state legislature had 
been organized iu the territory of Dakota 
were indefinitely postponed. 

The first ten bills on the calendar were sev- 
erally objected to and were, therefore, passed 
over. The first bill to which no objection was 
made was one for the relief of sufferers by the 
wreck of the United States steamer Tallapoo- 
sa. It was passed, 

Mr. Hoar stated, in reference ‘o the bill to 
secure to the United States payment of the 
indebtedness of the Pacific :ailroad compa- 
nies, that he understood that a bill dealing 
with the Same sutjecé was like!y to be consid- 
ered within a few days. He, therefore, did 
not propose to ask action on the bill under the 
existing order. 

The j: int resolution for woman suffrage was 
o} ject.d to by Mr. Platt. 

The rcsolution for cp2n executive session 
was, (n motion of Mr. Platt, made the special 
order for Wedne day, December 8th. 

The bill to authorize certain foreign built 
steamships in the service of International 
Navigation company, to be registered as ves- 
sels o: the United States was objected to by 
Mr. Conger. 

Mr. Hoar’s bill to provide for inquests un- 
der national authority was objected to by Mr. 
Ceckrell on the ground thatit could not be 
considered under the five minutes rule. 

The bill to regulate the pay of graduates of 
the naval academy was passed, 

The bill to establish agricultural experiment 
stations in connection with agricultural col- 
leges was postponed till tomorrow morning. 

The order in relation tothe calendar closed 
at half past twelve. Five pages had been then 
gove through. 

The senate resumed consideration of the 
river and harbor appropriation bill, the pend- 
ing amendment being to reduce the appropria- 
tion for the Kentucky river from $250,000 to 
$100,000. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Cullan’s speech, Mr. 
Riddleberger offered the following : 

Whereas, It is generally understood that tomor- 
row, July 9th, is to be devoted to objected execu- 
tive nominations; therefore, 

Resolyed, That the doors of the senate shall not 
be closed during the time executive nominations 
are pending, discussed or voted upon. 

Mr. Frye objecting, the resolution was laid 
over under the rule. 

Mr. Vest then took the floor in opposition 
to the Hennepin clause. He did not intend 
to discuss the unconsti utionality of the prop- 
osition, but contented himself with the decla- 
ration of his belief that congress had no right 
to construct a ccnal within a single state. It 
was proposed to appropriate $300,000 to con- 
struct the canal, which, according to the esti~ 
mate of the engineers, would cost $700,000), 
while many able engineers had doubts 
whether that amount would be anything like 
sufficient to defray the cost of construction. 
If the benefits to be derived from 
the canal were as great as asserted, 
the roposition should have bven 
brought in fairly and squarely in a 
separate bill. A work of such enormous mag- 
nitude and extent should not beincluded in 
the river and harbor bill, with the paltry ap- 
propriation of $300,000. It was an entering 
wedge, snd ifcongress adopted the amend- 
ment it wouldcommit the government to the 
construction of the work. The milk in the 
cocoanut was a desire on the part of the state 
ot Illinois to be relieved from the obligation of 
keeping the Illinois and Michigan canal in re- 
pair. The canal system was being supplanted 
by railways. The Rock Island road ran along 
the very routeof thecanal and the result 
would be inevitable that the canal could never 
become a material factor in competition. 

Mr. Logan suggested that he had known the 
senator tobe very earnest for appropriations 
for the Mississippi river though railroads ran 
on either side of it. He hoped the time would 
come when the people, whenever there was 
necessity to give cheap transportation, would 
provide for it by canal or otherwise, and he 
could not see why the pending proposition 
was not as properon the river and harbor bill 
as in a separate measure. 

Pending action the senate went into secret 
session, and when the doors were opened, Mr, 
Gorman announced the death of Representa- 
tive W. H. Cole, of Maryland, and as a mark 
of respect tothe memory of the deceased, at 
5:20, the senate adjourned. 


The amendment was opposed by Mr. Beck 


and advocated by Messrs. McMillan and Vest, 
and was finally rejected—2I to 26. 

The amendment striking out the paragraph 
appropriating $20,000 for improving the Mus- 
kipgum river in Ohio, and accepting, for the 
United States from the state of Ohio, the Mus» 
kingum river improvement, gave rise to an 
extended debate and wasthen voted down— 
y‘as 20, Days 25. 

The merits of the amendment appropriating 
$350,000 for the purchase of Portage Lake 
caval and the Lake Superior ship canal were 
presented by Mr. Conger, whosubmitted reso- 
lutions of the legislatures of Illinois, Michigan, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, urging congress to 
make a waterway composed ofthese two canals 
free to the commerce of the country, and peti- 
tions of various chambers of commerce and 
boards of trade to the same effect. 

The amendment was adopted without di- 
vision. 

The Hennepin canal amendment having 
been reached, it was strongly advocated by 
Mr. Cullom, who stated that the canal was the 
most important work of canal improvement 
now pressing upon congress for consideration. 

Senator Ingalls offered an amendment to the 
river and harbor bill, providing that the ap- 
propriation for the improvement of Plum 
Pointand Lake Providence reaches, (Missis- 
sippi river,) shall be expended in the complete 
repair and maintenance of levees throughout 
the reaches, at a height of two feet above the 
flood line of 1&2, and in the completion of 
the permeable works of construction to an ex- 
tent neceseary to bring the high water banks 
of the river to the comparative uniformity of 
width contemplated in the river and harbor 
bill of 1880, No revetment or bank protection 
work shall be executed until it shall be shown 
thatthe completion of contraction works will 
not secure the desired stability of the banks. 
It is pepe, however, that revetment works 
may be constructed in front of the cities of 
Memphis, Hickman, Columbus and the Green- 
ville reach, and that contraction works-shall 
be built at the same time in wide portions of 
the river immediately above sald revetment 
works.

THE PENSIONS COMMITTEE. 


It Insists on a Reference of all the Vetoes of 
the President. 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—Chairman Matson 
of the invalid pensions committee is determ- 
ined to insist upon the reference of all of the 
vetoed pension bills to that committee and 
when the house meets tomorrow he will again 
make a motion to refer cach case, The demo- 
cratic leaders are resolved to “‘stay here all the 
summer, if cree pe. asoneofthem put if, 
before abandoning their position 
on the matter. The republicans 
who have been most active in the 
effort to secure immediate action on the ve- 
toed bills have proposed a compromise which 
will probably be accepted. Under its terms 


two hours will be allowed for debate upon | 


such of the bills as may be selected, and at the 
expiration of the time an aye and nay vote 
will be taken, the result of which is to be re- 
garded as final as to all of the vetoes. : 

The committee, on account of the house of 
representatives, as the result of its investiga- 
tion into the conduct of officers, of doorkeeper, 
clerk and sergeant-at-erms of the house, has 
decided to recommend the consolidation of 
the two house document rooms under one 
head. Its report will also call attention to the 
fact that employes have been borne on the 
rolJs without rendering service, and members 
of the committee believe that no recommenda- 
tion will be necessary to secure a reform in 
this respect. The report will recommend that 
the changes gointo effect at the beginning of 
the next session. | 


AN?ANGRY SWORDSMAN 


Chagrined at Defeat, Rushes on His Op- 
ponent and Wounds Him. 
WASHINGTON, July 8.—Duncan C. Ross, ex- 
wrestler, was arrested here today for brutally 
assaulting Sergeant Walsh, his competitor in 
a mounted sword contest exhibition, The 
contest was a very tame one. Walsh appeared 
to be the better swordsman, and had 
the sympathy of the audience. Every 
j he made was loudly 
while the scores made by 
Ross, were unnoticed. This seemed to anger 
Ross, and when the contestants were ordered 
to retire, after the ninth round, instead of 
doing so, Ross rushed at his adversary savage- 
ly, cutting at him right and left with his 
sword. The force of the attack was such that 
Walsh’s horse was thrown down and fell on 
top of his rider, who was knocked -sense- 
Jess by blows from his assailant § 
sword. The audience called on the police 
present to arrest Rossand several officers rush- 
ed out and pulled him from his horse and took 
him to the police station, where he was after- 
ward released en bail. Walsh was carried to 
bis dressing room and restored to conscious- 
ness, when it was found that he was not seri- 
ously injured, 


DEATH OF A CONGRESSMAN. 


Representative William H. Cole, of Mary- 
land, Dies in Washington. 

WASHINGTON, July 8.—Representative Wil- 
liam H. Cole, of the third Maryland district, 
died this mornivg as half-past seven o’clock at 
his residence in this city, No. 509 Fourth 
street, in his forty-ninth year. Dr. Cole, as het 
was commonly known, had been a sufferer 
from Brights disease for sever.il years past, 
and his demise was not entirely unexpected. 
He had been unable so attend the meetings 
of the house, of which he was a 
member, except once or twice during the pres- 
entsession. The deceased leavesa wife but 
no children. The funeral ceremonies will 
take place in Baltimore next Saturday morn- 
ing and it is probable that the remains will be 
interred in the cathedral cemetery in thatcity, 

The speaker has appointed the following 
named members as a committee to represent 
the house at the funeral.

THE CANAL BOND SWINDLE. 


Accountants at Work on the Affairs of the 
Chesapeake and Delaware Company, /)/jj 


PHILADELPHIA, July 8.—The work of the 
accountants at the office of the Chesapeake 
and Delaware canalcompany is still going 
on tcday. Bonds have been steadily pouring 
ip, and up toa late hour this afternoon the 
total number of certificates returned was 
$2,170,642. This includes $176,892 of the 
fraudulent issue and leaves $338,107 yet to be 
returned. After they are all in, the account- 
apts will then go back tothe beginning and 
go over them slowly to trace those that come 
unde the fraudulent issue. A reward for the 
fugitive has not yet been offered, and there 
is nothing of material interest connected with 
the tedious inquiry now in progress. 

President Gillingham characterized as en- 
tirely imaginative the unauthorized and with- 
out foundation, the plan published in a morn- 
ing paper for resuscitating the wrecked finan- 
cia] affairs of the company by an extension of 
the mortgage loan, bearing 4 per cent inter- 
est. The subject has not been discussed by 
the directors, formally or informally, as yet. 
A dispatch was received in this city today 
from Rutland, Vt., which stated that Pinker- 
ton, detective, had arrived at that place, hav- 
ing traced J, A. Wilson, absconding treasurer 
of the Chesapeake and Delaware Canal com- 
pany, to Bellows Falls. 


A TRIPLE TRAGEDY. 


Three Brothers Killed While Interfering 
With Fence Builders. 

HENRIETTA, Tex., July 8.—Three brothers, 
named Lewis, Elmer and James Smith, were 
killed yesterday morning in Clay county. 
They attempted to stop the erection of a fence 
on property claimed by them. The fence 
builders resisted, and in the fight that fol- 
lowed James and Elmer Smith were each shot 
through the heart and Lewis Smith was shot 
through the spinal column. The party of 
fence builders surrendered. 


Murder and Suicide, 

Sr, PauL, July 8.--At New Richland, this 
state, last evening, Henry Young, a respecta- 
ble man of 34, shot and killed Mary Discher, 
aged 18, and then blew out his own brains. 
The girl had repeatedly refused to marry 
Young and he had again asked and beon re- 
fused last evening, when the tragedy followed. 


An Epidemic of Typhoid Fever. 
§ MILWAUKEE, July 8,—The village of Water- 
ford, in Racine — is terribly stricken 
with typhoid fever. Fifty people are dow 
with the disease. Four deaths have occurred 
thus far. One family of eleven persons and 
another of nine are all in their beds, Great 
excitement exists in the village, and the state 
board of health will be asked to investigate 
the cause of the disease. 


Didn't Want to be Bothered, 


New York, July 8.—Ex-Alderman Waite 
has been committed to the house of detention 
as a witness against the indicted boodle al ler- 
men at his own request. He stated as his rea- 
son that he has been followed about by por- 
sons who seek information from him aud 
bother him. He spent last night at the house 
of detention.

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THE-TROUBLE AT TATE’S 


A NEGRO UPRISING FEARED ON AN 
ARKANSAS PLANTATION. 


Laborers Ordered to Work by Their Master Work- 
man, Refuse to Obey Him—They Arm Them- 
selves end an Outbreak Looked for—Om- 
cers Trying to Prevent Trouble. 


Littte Rock, Ark., July 8.—It was sup- 
posed that the trouble at the Tate plantation 
had ended, and that the striking negro 
Knights of Labor had become pacified and 
would return to work, their master workman 
having so advised. Just the reverse, however, 
seems now to be the condition of affairs, and 
many believe that this county is on the verge 
of one of the bloodiest race conflicts that has 
occurred since the war. 


Intelligence has arrived from the neighbor-™ 


hood of the trouble that the striking negroes, 
reinforced by many sympathizers from sur- 
rounding farms and plantations, numbering 
fully one thousand in all, have made incom- 
plete preparations for a general uprising some 
time today or tomorrow; that fully armed, 
they will attempt to redress their wrongs and 
grievances, directing their attention first to 
Sheriff Worthen who recently subdued the 


_Strikers, They will next advance upon the 


farms of Morey & Fox with the intention of 
burning their crops, barnsand houses. Others, 
who have incurred their enmity, will be visit- 
ed and treated in a like manner. The negroes 
have been openly buying armsand ammunition 
within the past few days and they state thatif 
they are opposed in their campaign of revenge 
they will be freely used. Sheriff Worthen 
called a public meeting last night and stated 
these facts, at the same time requesting those 
who were willing to join his posse to hand 
him their names, About one hundred men 
responded to his call, and were sworn in as 
special deputies. At the first intimation of an 
outbreak among the blacks, the posse will pro- 
ceed to the scene of trouble aud attempt to 
quell the disturbance,} and bloodshed will 
doubtless follow. 

The governor has been called upon to order 
out the militia, but refuses to do sountil some 
actual trouble shall have occurred. Some of 
the farmers in the vicinity of the Tate planta- 
tion have prepared to resist the negroes, while 
others have removed their families and val- 
uables to places of safety. The developments 
of today are anxiously awaited. 


THE BOHEMIAN BAKERS. 


Trial of the Boycotters in a New York 
Court. 

NEw YorK, June 8.—The triai of seventeen 
Bohemian boycotters of Mrs. Landgraf, baker, 
was continued here today. The courtroom 
was crowded with sympathizers of the prison- 
ers, and the atmosphere was oppressive. The 
prisoners watched the proceedings intently, 
although utterly unable to understand a word 
that was said. 

The first witness was Moritz Nagle, one of 
Mrs. Landgrafs employes, who identified the 
defendants as boycotters.

grounds, but this was denied by the court. 
The prosecution elected to drop the other 
counts and try the remaining prisoners on the 
ground of conspiracy only.

COVINGTON AND MACON. 


SOMETHING NEW ABOUT THE 
MUCH DISCUSSED LINE. 


President Livingeton and Treasurer Ansley Declare 
that it will Oertainly be Built to Covington—Aa 
Branch to Athens—-One of the Termini 
May be in Atienta—Other News. 


The Covington and Macon railroad, the line 
which Mr. E. ©. Machen is building from 
Macon to Covington, Athens, Atlanta, has 
been more talked about and written about 


than any other line recently projected in 
Georgia. 


Here is something new and something re- 
liable: 

The line was originally projected to ran 
from Macon to Covington, and thence to a 
point on the Air-Line between Baford and 
Flowery Branch. Whatever doubt there was 
about the latter point, there was none as to 
Covington. The eharter provided that. thes 
line should run to Covington, the conditions 
upon which stock wassubscribed provided that

IT SHOULD RUN TO COVINGTON. 

Recently it was announced that it would not 
run to Covington, but that it would find a 
northern terminus in Athens. Contracts, it 
was said, were made which assured the north- 
ern terminus to Athens beyond doubt. 

There is no reason to doubt but that a branch 
cf the Covington and Macon railroad will have 
its northern terminus in Athens. There is, 
however, reason to doubt that Covington will 
be jeft out in the cold. 

Yesterday Colonel L. F. Livingston, presi- 
dent of the road, and Mr. J. A. Ansley, treas- 
urer of the road, were in Atlanta. Colonel 
Livingston, in speaking of the road, said that 
it wouid certainly be built to Covington. Mr.

ACCORDING TO THE ORIGINAL SURVEY. 
That is, he thought that it would be buils to a 
pointon the Air Line between Buford and 
Fiowery Branch. 

“A branch will doubtless be built to Ath- 
ens,’ Mr. Ansley continued, ‘starting from 
Monticejlo, But it will be a branch and noth- 
ing more. The charter requires that the Cov- 
ington and Macon railroad shall be built to 
Covington.” 

“Where isMr. Machen?” inquired the re- 
porter to whom Mr. Ansley was speaking. 

“He is riding over the line of the road from 
Macon to Athens. From Athens he will re- 
turn to New York.”

WITHIN THIRTEEN MILES OF COVINGTON. 
If it was not intended that it should be built 
to Covington, why grade it toa point so near 
the town?’ 

It is generally believed that the Richmond 
and Danville railroad is the power behind the 
Covington and Macon. This may be true. 
There certainly is no doubt but that it is the 
power behind the branch from Monticello. 
But, whatever the power behind the line, it 
has been definitely settled that if Atlanta de- 
sires she may bring the most important north- 
ern terminus of this line of many termini 
within her own limits. 


IMPORTANT NEGOTIATIONS PENDING. 


Proposed Consolidation of the M., B,and A, 
andthe Georgia Pacific Railroads. 

A Memphis paper says: 

The railroad problem just now is difficult of so- 
lution and increases in interest. Negotiations are 
now pending between the Memphis, Birmingham 
and Atlantic railroad and the Georgia Pacific, look- 
ing to a consolidation of the two roads, soas to 
form a continuous line from Memphis, by way of 
Birmipghem, toAtilanta. A glance at the map 
will show that these roads consolid ated would sup 
ply a mostimportant eastern connection, giving 
us the most direct route to the coal and iron 
fields of Alabama and to Atlenta, the capoltal city 
and railroad center of Georgia. It is well known 
that the Georgia Pacific and Georgia Central con- 
stitute rival systems. The Georgia Central system 
is now at Good Water, witnin about fifty miles of 
Birmingham. The Kansas City company has al- 
ready begun the construction of its road westward 
from Birmingham, and it is understood that a 
large force is now at work on this line. The road 
of the Georgia Pacific runs west from Birmingham, 
about forty-five miles in a direct line of Memphis. 
It thus appears that the Kansas City company par- 
allels its road for that distance outof Birmingham. 
The outcroppings all go to show that the Kansas 
City company and the Georgia Central system 
look to a close alliance, while, on®the§other hand, 
the Memphis, Birmingham and Atlantic eompany 
and the Georgia Pacific will consolidate. To ac- 
complish this itisonly necessary to extend the 
road of the former company the distance of about 
100 miles east from Tupelo It is more than proba- 
ble, after all, that we are to have two roads from 
Memphis to Birmingham,

How They Impressed the New Englanders— 
Jones on Prohibition and Politics. 


From the Boston Globe. 

The two Sams—Sam Jones, the inspired 
humorist, the eloguent man of God, who does not 
fear to mingle with the world, and 8am Small, the 
cultivated gentleman, the reformed drunkard and 
the man of force and imagination, spoke at Lakes 
Walden and Pleasant yesterday, and in spite of 
long journeys and hot weather each fully justified 
the reputacion he has gained, and fulfilled the 
expectation of every maf, woman and child who 
heard him. Like the wonders of nature, they must 
be seen and heard to be appreciated, Both are 
tall, slim men, with long legs, broad shoulders and 
big neck; both have full foreheads, large and wide 
between the eyes, the eyes of both are small and 
keen, and yesterday both wore long biack Prince 
Albert coats, capable of buttoning to the chin. 

The Sam whose surname is Small is the hand 
somer man ofthetwo. He wears glasses, that 
give him a scholarly look, and a tall “choker” col- 
lar, and his clothes fit his fine form without a 
crease or wrinkle. Add to these long white hands, 
well-dressed chestnut hair.and a long, heavy, 
cérooping mustache that gives him a melancholy 
look, and he will pass fora college professor or 
well-to-do young clergyman in any New England 
crowd. 

Sam Jones is not so neat looking. He is stouter, 
with broader shoulders and longer arms; his neck 
and legs are more muscular, and it can be seen at 
& glance that he does not care so much for his 
personal appearance. His mustache, which is 
very slim and drooping, tries in vain to conceal a 
firm upper lip, over which a big 
pose and cragrey forehead beetle like 
shelves of a mountain precipice. He wears a low 
torn-down collar, and yesterday, at least, bis con- 
gress boots were free from blacking. Sitting cross- 
wise in his chair, tilting it back and forth on the 
platform, taking up his legin his hand everys few 
minutes and putting it down again, his appear- 
ance yesterday forenoon showed that he was either 
very bashiul or wholly unconscious of what was 
eoing on. When he arose and sauntered forward

and began to speak, every one saw that he was not 
bashful. In fact, he seemed the most self possessed 
man in the world,. Beginning in a lédw tone, half 
com plimentary to his audienceand half apologetic 
of bimee}f, his voice rose as he went on, his form 
grew erect, his rate of delivery doubled and the 
gems of rugged eloquence dug from the mountain 
siudy of his far off Georgia home leaped from his 
mouth, now dazzling with beauty and then 
sparkling with wit until every auditor was 
cparmed. His conquest was complete. 

His pariner, Small, though built like him and of 
about the seme age, was wholly different in his 
style. Jones uses short Saxon words, full of fire 
and wil, burling them out at the rate of 200 a mia- 
ute, regardiess of grammar or rhetoric, Caring 
nothing for style, but hammering his ideas iuto 
the ecple vntil they must understand, while 
Small rolis off his Macauley-like sentences, full of 
long Latin idioms, punctuating with wave of hand 
anc nod of head, and always making his verbs 
agree with their subjects, no matter how many 
parentheticai clauses intervene. Jones is a sharp- 
shooter, using light arms that can be 
loaded and fired rapidly and are deadly 
in their aim. Small is of the heavy orduance 
style. usiug a-deal of powder, making a big noise 
and sweeping all before him, but his aim is not so 
accurate and his score is not so high as that of his 
compenion. Take them together they seem Ccapa- 
ble of doing great work wherever they may go, 
and the stories of their wonderful power to move 
the people do not seem to be overdrawn. 

Their audiences were very large. Yesterday 
forenoon Sam Jones spoke to 12,000 veople at Lake 
Walden, and when Sam Small cane in the after- 
noon there were between 15,000 and 20,000 people 
waiting for him. At Lake Pleasant, in Montague, 
when Sma)] spoke in the forenoon and Jones in the 
afternoon; itis said that fully 12,000 people were 
present,

out whisky and beer; and they don’t mix. I have 
got very little respect fora man that will drink 
whisky: butItell ye, when hegets low enough 
down to drink beer, he is getting way down yon- 
der.

“That’sit.}| Instead of letting a candidate ride 
into power, we just harnessed up some old live 
democrat or republican who had been converted 
and joined the prohibition party, and we rode him 
into victory. Ye go down in Georgia now, and a 
feller announces himself for the legislature, or for 
a jucge or for anything, about the firat liue under 
bis name is, “I am square on the prohibition ques 
tion; I stand square on that issue,”’ It is the second 
thing; itis the next thing after his name—“I am 
straight on the prohibition question.”

But, God bless ye, 
don'tye put any politics in your prohibition, 
mind.

SUNDAY NEWSPAPERS. 


Rev. Sam Jones Expresses an Opinion as to 
Thier Moral Effect. 


In an interview with a Boston reporter, Rev. 
Sam Jones gives his views as follows: 

“You have in the west, been aware of the pres- 
ent sgitation relative to the Sunday newspapers in 
this state, have you not?’’ asked the reporter. 
‘Have you any opinion to express as tot heir moral 
effect upon the reading pubiic ?”’ 

“Sunday newspapers are aimilar to Sunday 
trains,’’ replied the revivalist. 

“The people demand both, and while the em- 
ployes would prefer Sunday for a holiday they are 
prevented by the demand which the public make 
for theif continuance at work. There are secular 
parers which, while disseminating ‘news, 
carry a certain character of writing ‘60 


as to be harmless as far as injury to moralsis con 


cerned, while in others, with similar news, there 
is the lack of that particular need which makes a 
Sunday paper acceptable, which makes the sheet 
dangerous to religion and to morals. Should a 
man impreve his body he is Ss religious; 
sbould he improve his mind, he is. mentally relig- 
ious; should he improve his political knowledg 
be is politically religious; and if he cultivates eed 
morals, he is morally religious, and on these few 
religious improvements may depend the moral 
worth of a Sunday paper. A newspaper may pub- 
lish ores of news in sports and but a brief par- 
egraph cgarding religion, and if the general tong 
of the peper is moral the effect is far from injuri- 
ous. nec bare. depends upon character of the 
matter published. An editorial published in good 
faith with good intent, and carrying with it the 
semblance of sincerity, may do a good deal to offset 
oe possible pernicious matter which surrounds 
Ry

Poo! Discriminations. 

In regard to the discriminations of the 
pool against Atlanta, it seems that Judge 
Woods, in dissolving the temporary injunc- 
tion prayed for by the attorney of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, strongly intimated 
that a case similar in all respects would be 
decided by the supreme court of the United 
States in October. Consequently the rail- 
road commission of Georgia, by consent of 
all parties, has postponed action on the pe- 
tition signed by Messrs. Dann, Haas and 
others. 

Meanwhile, the discriminations against 
Atlanta continue. The railroad men, we are 
told, claim that this city is responsible for 
the existence of the commission, and there- 
fore, must suffer; but there is this consola- 
tioc—no matter what the decision of the 
supreme court may be, the commission has 
power to say that, after freight has crossed 
the state line, there shall be no discrimina- 
tion against either individuals or communi- 
ties. For instance, the commission has no 
right fo say what the rate shall be from Chat- 
tanooga to Atlanta, but itdoes have the right 
to step in at Ringgold and say what the rate 
shall be from that poiat to other points in 
Georgia. In other words, the commission 
has the right and the power, under the law, 
to regulate the rates of freights in Georgia, 
and to prevent the unjust discrimination 
against individuals and communities in 
Georgia. At the proper time this right will 
be exercised, and although there will be pro- 
test against it, the right will stand the test 
of the courts. The cause of Atlanta isthe 
cause of every communit»’ in the state. 


Very Bad Policy. 

All true friends of temperance will re- 
gret the action of the Alabama prohibition- 
ists in nominating a candidate for governor 
and a full state ticket. 

This movement seems to be against the 
better judgment of the prohibitionists in 
Alabama. Only a few are engaged in it, 
and it is very doubtful whether their ticket 
will bring out anything like a full vote. 

Unless wise counsels prevail this bad 
break will result in undoing the work of the 
prohibitionists. Here in Georgia they have 
had the good sense to keep out of politics. 
Each community is permitted to carry out 
the home-rule policy and settle the ‘‘wet and 
dry’’ issue. No attempt has been made to 
organize a third party in the state. 

The success of the Georgia plan speaks for 
itself. Temperance men elsewhere may ac- 
complish much by following in our footsteps, 
but any attempt to organize a political party 
will result in disaster. 


—_— — 


Business and Crops. 

Our views of the business outlook, pub- 
lished during the latter part of June, have 
been strengthened by recent developments. 
The July circular, issued by the mercantile 
agency of Rh. G. Dun & Co., gives us the 
best of reasons for looking forward to a pros- 
perous autumn. 

From Dun & Co.’s figures we learn that 
the failures in the United States for the first 
half of 1886 were 5,156 in number, as com- 
pared with 6,004 for the same period last 
year, showing a decrease of 848. The lia- 
bilities also for the first half of the present 
year show only $50,000,000, as compared 
with $74,000,000 for the first six months of 
last year, a marked and gratifying decline. 
We quote the following from the circular: 


There appears to be a better adjustment of val- 
ues prevalent than for some yéars past, offering 
surer opportunities for a profit in the transaction 
of business. A certain settled standard has suc- 
ceeced the shifting, unknown basis which has hith- 
erto prevailed.and is a powerful aid to the establish- 
ment of the confidence now being 
gradually restored. The earning power 
of large cor tions, whose securities 
are held widely tbroughout the country, 
such as railroads, manufacturing concerns, bank- 
ing, and other representative institutions, is now 
apparently more assured than at this time last 
year. The steady improvement in the railroad sit- 
uation is the best indication in this direction, re- 
ports showing, pot only an increased tonnage, but 
atrates that yield fair returns. A more certain 
income for a large class of security holders may, 
therefore, be relied upon, and amore settled con- 
dition of trade among this class is thereby render- 
ed possible. There is a great increase in the class 
of recurity holders, and the number of people in 
the United States who now live upon the interest 
of their investments and loans has of late years 
enormously increased. Whatever contributes to 
permanency and certainty of income for this class 
helps general trade now toa greater extent than 
ever before. Hence, the cetsation of the great 
railroad war’, which, last year, were so desiructive 
of values, is of importance as indicating that the 
immense capital invested in this means of commu- 
nication, is now likely to earn a fair return,a mat- 
ter of great importence to the general trade of the 
country. 

The growth of wealth and money earning Cca- 

pacity of this vast country in the last few years is 
illustrated by the gradual] decline in the rate of in- 
terest, the consequences of which are likely to be 
very important. The rates now prevalent of four 
and fiye per cent are almost as universal as five 
years ago were six and seven percent, This cheap- 
ness of money, while on the one hand it indicates 
a great abundance and an approachto the mone- 
tary conditions which prevail in the wealthiest 
countries of the old world, is likely on this new 
continent tohave most important consequences in 
the extension of undertakings impossible in ceun- 
tries less in size and with restricted resources. 
This cheapness of money, with confidence restored, 
and a fairly prosperous condition of affairs exist- 
ing throughout the country, is likely to stimulate 
all new enterprises,while the economy with which 
business can now be transacted, owing to the low 
rates which prevail, is full of encouragement for 
the future. 

The condition of the crops is not altogether 
desirable. 

In the Carolinas, Georgia, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippiand Arkansas the heavy rains have 
been disastrous. Cotton, however, has not 
been irretrievably burt anywhere, and noth 
ing has beengdestroyed in any locality with 
the exception of oats. The — from the 
area of territory tributary to Atlanta, is en- 
coureging. It is as follows: 

Owing to lateness of planting, and prolonged 
cool weatber, the condition of cotton and corn 
crops is noi es favorable as the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1855, and in several localities the crops have 
been seriously Cemeged by receut heavy rains, but 
with two months of warm days aud nights the 
crops will yield a gocd average.

eorresponding reduction 
of Mebilitier, There is an evident increase of self 


uttaining farmers, indicated by the decreased de- 
mand for western grain end a healthy contraction 
of expenditures among all classes, The condition 
of our section generally is hopeful and encourag- 
ing, and indicates a reasonable prospect of safety 
in the extension of business and enterprise. 


All of the trade circulars and statistics in 
the commercial papers are of a similar tenor. 
Withont saying that there is a boom in sight, 
it is safe to say that we are again entering an 
era of good times.

A Lone Star Contemporary. 

The Galveston News, like many other 
newspapers in this broad land, is not only 
content, but proud to stand on a platform of 
ignorance. Without understanding any- 
thing about thé question, or caring about it 
to any great extent, it is a free-trader, and 
it is very angry because THE CONSTITUTION 
and other papers do not agree with it. ‘The 
whole question of free-trade, protection and 
tariff reform isa very interesting one, and 
ought to be up for discussion, especially in 
the south, where invitations to prosperity 
are scattered on every hand. But the ques- 
tion cannot be discussed to any purpose with 
an ignoramus who mistakes bald assertions 
for arguments, and who is readier with 
epithets than with legic. We desire it dis- 
tinctly understood, therefore, that when we 
refer to the remarks of such papers as the 
Galveston News, it is for the information of 
our own readers and not for the purpose of 
entering into a discussion with that paper. 

For instance, one of the arguments which 
the Galveston paper uses in favor of free- 
trade is to the effect that ‘‘ THe ConsTITU- 
TION is a Randallite organ, devoid of influ- 
ence with its own constituency.’’ This, of 
course, is conclusive. THE CONSTITUTION 
certainly has great respect for Mr. Randall’s 
position and Mr. Randall’s opinion, and so 
has every other southern man who remem- 
bers the distinguished services which Mr. 
Randall rendered to this section when our 
people had no other spokesman in congress. 
To this extent THE CoNSTITUTION is a Ran- 
dallite organ. Our offense, however, is that 
we stand by the democratic platform and 
refuse to indorse the free-trade whims and 
schemes of Mr. Morrison. Writing on this 
subject recently, we said : 

The democratic party of the south, as it isnow 
constituted, is no more a free-trade party than the 
democratic party of New York, and, during the 
last campaign, no free-trader was permitted to air 
his views in that state.

The articlein the News is 
fully up to the high intellectual standard 
of the extract we have quoted, and we com-

In New York city the hides of a thousand 
horses and the skins of ten thousand sheep are 
used up annually in the manufacture of base- 
balls.

A TAIL OF A KITE, 


Not an Ordinary Kite, but One of the West 
Virginia Variety. 


ALPENA, W. Va., July 8,—Amos [Evers 
of this village is the hero of one of the most 
remarkable adventures which ever fell to the lot 
ofany man. It has been the custom for the male 
portion of the village to make huge kites and fly 
them with thick cords. This year it was deter 
mined that all previous efforts should be outdone. 
A monster kite of the following dimensions was 
constructed: Extreme height, 9 feet 4 inches; 
width acrots the top, 4 feet 3 inches; width across 
the bottom, 2 feet; extreme width across the mid- 
dle, 5 feet 6inches* The framework was built of 
tovogh hickory, shaved thin and stayed with 
one-eigth inch copper wire. A double thick- 
néses of heavy muslin was stretched on 
each side of the frame, and the 
place for fastening the flying cord was doubly 
braced with yellow pine scantling a quarter inch 
thick. Into this was screwed a ring bolt, which 
was clamped on the other side with an iron pin. 
The ring itself was five inches in diameter and 
capable of bearing four or five hundred weight. 

The kite complete weighed ninety-six pounds, 
The tail was made of a sixteen-foot rope weighted 
with lead. Instead of the usual fiying cord 200 
yards of closely wound manila rope, very light but 
as strong asa double linked chain, were procured. 
When the kite was finished there was a general 
joliification, The kite was secured ito a tree and 
Evers, who was pretty drunk, watched it while 
the others were imbibing. Evers, aftera time 
got tired of holding tne rope and wound, 
it round his own body. There was 
stiff breeze blowing at the ttme, and when the 
men came out of the grocery there was the kite 
high in the air and Evers hanging ou to the tail. 
He quickly disappeared from view and as no trace 
of him could be found during the next few days 
he was given up for lost. 

Eight days aiter he had taken his flight he walk- 
ed into the village and told how he had been car- 
ried to Milback, Hampshire county,seventy miles, 
as the crow flies, from Alpena. In his journey he 
crossed seven 1ivers and tworangesof the Alleg- 
hanies. He was discovered by two gentleman ia 
his unconscious cor dition, who attended him and 
accompanied him back to Alpena, There is no 
doubt about the truth of his story.

“Our party was in Beaufort,” said the major, 
“andsome one suggested that to enjoy the full 
pleasures of the coast we should hire a tug and 
spend the afternoon at Bay Point,: twelve miles 
distant, and the prettiest beach on the South Caro- 
lina coast, at which place we could get the fail 
benefit of the surf in waves whieh were momenta- 
rily arriving in an unimpeded course from the Ca- 
nary islands. I went—but I'm not going any more 
Thirty-five of us boarded a little tug about the size 
of a bob-tail street car and we were soonon the 
placid waters of Port Royal harbor, and 
within full sight of the Bay Point beach, 
There was but one thing which bothereil me 
on our outward trip, and that was the heavy cloud 
which was gathering from the horizon, and 
which threatened a bad evening. We reached 
Bay Point all right and twenty-five disembarked 
for the beach in the little yawl in which ten of us 
were afraid to venture. Ishould’nt have minded 
it, but I had a family at home and a railroad 
which bad just changed its gauge. In boat loads 
of eight at a time, those who went over were trans- 
feired tothe beach, three hundred yards distant, 
as the tug couldn’t get nearer the shore. By this 
time it was blowing hard, and forked lightning 
was playing all around our boat. I wasn’t exactly 
afraid, but still I remembered that*i was a man of 
family. Well, it got nearly dark and the storm 
was on us, and there those people were still on the 
beach frollicking in the waves as if there were no 
sick people on our boat dying to get home. I 
wasn't sick mind you,’’ continued the major, ‘‘but 
then I had to take careof Tom Gibson and Jim 
Tobin, who said that they had never felt quite as 
badly before, though they had lived ona canal 
all their lives. I asked the captain what he 
thought about it, and he shook his Head, This 
fent me to the engine room to see if the thing was 
Strong enough tostand the waves. And still those 
people on shore wouldn’t come back. I made the 
ep ginec: exhaust nearly aJl his steam whistling 
danger signals, and flaunted a red bandanna from 
the foredeck.

@if this is all that can be alleged against 
him, it must be said that the ros2;

and that Dr. Armstrong has come out of the ordeai 
with his virtue and integrity unsullied. There is 
not evidence enough to warrant even a suspicion 
of intoxication and impurity. Much of the eyvi- 
dence would never have been allowed in a civil 
court; whilst the methods adopted to rake up that 
evidence would have been indignantly discounte- 
nanced and cepsured by every judge on the bench. 

It is therefore surprising that the court should 
have returned a verdict of guilty on any one of tae 
the specifications, and should have recommended 
a suspension from active clerical functions for no 
less a period than ten years. Itis still more sur- 
prising that the bishop should have assented to 
the verdict, and should have imposed the modi- 
fied *sentence of a suspension for five years 
that he thould disregard the piteous pleaof the 
falsely accused priest, and the tender and pathetic 
appeals of an injured congregation and that, with 
ail the facts betore him as they are here presen- 
ted, he should refuse a second trial and keep an in- 
nocent man underthe ban of ecclesiastial cen- 
sure, to the blasting of his prospects, the ruin of 
his family and the detriment of the whole church. 

This ought not to be. The church had a right to 
expect better things.

TWO DRY CITIES. 


Atlanta and Providence—How Outsiders Re- 
gard the Experiment. 
From the New York Mail and Express. 

The two largest cities that have ever tried 
going without liquor are undera prohibitory law 
today—Providence, with over 100,000 inhabitants, 
and Atlanta, with over 40,000. The new law went 
into effect in the state of Rhode Island and inthe 
city of Atlanta yesterday. The saloons are closed, 
the buildings are to rent, and many of the liqaor 
dealers have moved out of town and into other 
states. 

The need of some restriction on liquor selling was 
shown in Atlanta on Wednesday night, when the 
drinkers, resolyed to give King Alcohol a glorious 
funeral,crowded the saloons until midnight, putting 
down as much liquor as possible, and then paraded 
the streets until morning, singing drunken songs 
It is remarked as wonderful that no shooting was 
cone, and that no serious ‘difficulty’? occurred, 
The people did not want to fight; they simply want- 
ed to get drunk, and they did it. 

One of the noteworthy features of the case, both 
fin the southern .city and the northern state, is 
that there is a general belief that the new law will 
be strictly enforced. For awhile, at least, prohi- 
bition will prohibit. Even the great summer 
botelsat Newport and other seaport resorts have 
closed their bars, and will not run the risk of de- 
fying the law. A great outcry was made in Rhode 
Islend over the ge as chiefof the state 
rolice of General Brayton, who, it was claimed, is 
in sympathy with the liquor men; but he has 
sent out notices to every liquor dealer that the 
law will be enforced both in letter and in spirit, 
and every one seems to believe that he means 
what he 7m : 

It is pot tobe presumed, of course, that the war 
is over, either in Rhode Island or in Georgia. 
Ever since the elections the liquor men have been 
devising plans by which the new law may be over- 
thrown. It is said that the attempt will be made 
in Rhode Island by means of a constitutional con- 
vention, to be calied when the legislature meets 
next winter. Unless such a convention is called 
ard recommends the repeal of the new amend- 
ment, and the question is thus brought to another 
vote, it will be three years before the law can be 
repealed, and the liquor men.do not want to wait 
so long asthat. 

ln Georgia, the opposition does not seem to have 
settled as yet upon any definite line of ac- 
tion. Whol e abuse of the “temperance 
fanatics,” and especially of Sam Jones and 
Sem Small, has been the only 
thus far, aud that of course amounts to nothing. 
The courts have alreacy decided that the Atlanta 
election was valid, and it is hard tosee how the 
law can be repealed. No doubt every attempt 
possible will be made to evade it, and the officials 
charged with the duty of enforcing it will have to 
be on the alert to detect infringement, 

lt is now the duty of the temperauce business 
men of the cities which are under the prohibitory 
law to do their best to show tbat the prophecies of 
finapeial ruin, to be caused by the removal of the 
liquor business, were idle and causeless, Such 
pean have been freely made,

ever that comes, will see a sweeping victory for the 
liquor men. But ner ought notto be verified. 
The “dry cities’ ought to able to spend more 
on public improvements when less money is 
wasted In the care of drunkards. The people 
cught to have more money to spend when none 
goes into the saloon- still, Inc pros- 
perity and growth should follow in the wake of 
Probibition, both north and south. If this proves 
to be the case, then not only will the tem 


cause keep the strongbolds it has but it 
will a0 om trom v , until the sale of 
liquor is rest or in every city and 
town in the union.

SOLD BY THE QUART. 


PLENTY OF LIQUOR AT THE KIM. 
BALL AND BIG BONANZA, 


Transferred Licenses the Cause— Beer in White 
Fitehers and Tin OCans—Immense Business 
Traneacted— What Leading Prohibition. 
ists Bay — What They will Do. 


Early yesterday morning, a slightly inebri- 
ated individual held on to a post at the corner 
of Peachtree and Decatur streets, and 
informed passers-by that prohibition in At- 
lanta was a dead issue, 

“Pro’bition,” he eaid, “surely do not pro- 
hibit,” 

“Why do it not?” inquired a Constitution 
reporter, who beard the remark. 

“Been to No. 23?” 

“No; where is No. 23?" 

“Ri’ down there in the Kimball, Goin an’ 
you'll see why pro’bition do not prohibit,” 

No, 23 is on the Decatur street side of the 
Kimball heuse. The reporter walked in and 
at once found himself in the midst of a dense 
throng of men, each holding 

A WHITE PITCHER IN HIS HAND, 

The throng pressed around the counter in. 
the rear of the store, behind which was an 
immense beer cooler and three men. The 
three men were busily filling the white pitch- 
ers with beer. 
~*“What is the meaning of this?” inquired the 
reporter of a man who was standing on the 
outskirts of the throng. 

“It means,” he replied, “that Scoville, Beer- 
man, and Thempson and M, J, Mabry have 
opened a general liauor store where those who 
desire may purchase whisky, cocktail, or 
beer by the quart.” 

“Who is M. J. Mabry?” 

“He is a barkeeper whose former place of 
business was at 91 Georgia railroad. He has 
a county liscense which permits him to sell 
liquor by the quart until the 9th day of next 
October. He has formedja partnership with 
Scoville, Beermann and Thompson and has 

TRANSFERRED HIS BUSINESS 
to thisstore.”’ 

While this explanation was being made the 
reporter keptone eye on the men with the 
white pitchers. Asfast they received their 
quarts of beer they left the store by a rear 
door. The reporter determined to follow the 
procession. He discovered that the rear door 
led into the Kimball house wine room. 

, Since the Ist instant the Kimball house 

wine room has suggested a “hall deserted.” 
When it ceased to be a barroom it became 
almost as quiet as a churchyard or the store 
of the man who doesn’t advertise. But yester- 
day it presented a lively scene. In fact, it 
reminded of the*days when the last legislature 
wasin session. It was filled witha laughing 
throng of men, every one of whom was drink- 
ing beer. An attendant behind the polished 
counter provided glasses, into which 

THE CONTENTS OF THE WHITE PITCHERS 
was povred and then transferred tothe mouths 
of the drinkers. I]t was the apotheosis of beer. 
Men who had not tasted beerin months paid 
twenty centsto havea quart poured intoa 
white pitcher ard then hastened into the wine 
rcom to drink it, Said one: 

“Beer makes me sick, but I shaildrinka 
quart just to show that prohibition does not 
prohibit,”’ 

Mr. A, A. Deal, business manager of the 
Charlotte, N. C., Observer, who was an inter- 
ested spectator of the scene, seid: 

“Prohibition in Atianta seems to causea 
man to buy more liquor than he wants.’ 

A man who heard the remark replied : 

“Oh, well, if he buys more than he wants 
he can do as men are doing right under your 
eye—divide with his friends,” 

ALL DAY EONG, 

until the clock at midnight tolled twelve, No. 
23 and the wine room were filled with pur- 
chasers and drinkers. That clause of the local 
option bill which declares that it shall not be 
lawful for any person to furnish to any other 
person any alcoholic, spirituous, malt, or in- 
toxicating liquors was entirely disregarded. 
One man would buy a quart of beer and then 
would do as was suggested by the man who 
replied to Mr. Deal: that is, he would divide 
with his friends. 

A noticeable feature of the scenes in No, 23 
and the wine room was that while there was 
much hilarity, there was no disorderly con- 
duct. Men bought their beer and drank it, 
cracked a joke or two with friends, and then 
went about their business. Some, like the 
moon is wont to do, got full, but they did not 
overfiow. 

Mr. Beermann informed the reporter that 

NOT A DROP OF WHISKY 
was drunk during the day either in No. 23 or 
in the wine room. 

“The fact is,” he said, ‘‘we have sold very 
little else than beer. That, as you see, we sell 
only by the quart. We have whisky and 
wines and even cocktail for sale by the quart, 
but our customers today seem to care only for 
beer.” 

“Do you anticipate interference upon the 
part of the legal authorities?” 

“Wedo fot. Weare conforming strictly to 
the law. We sell as our license allows us, by 
the quart. We will sell only to persons to 
whom the law allows us te sell. We have per- 
mitted no disorderly conduct, and we will not 
permit any. We keep our private police officer 
constantly on duty in the wine room, and 
another officer is always on duty on the side- 
walk,” 

Mr.Thompson agreed to all Mr. Beermann 
said,

isthe Big Bonanza. Not many wecks ago this 
was affavorite barroom. Prohibition caused 
the owners, Hollis and McMahon, to convert 
itintoa wine room, Yesterday pedestrians 
who passed it noticed upon the pavement in 
front of the door a chalked sign to the effect 
that inside whisky and beer might be bought 
by the quart. In explanation of the sign, Mr. 
McMahon informed the reporter that Hollis 
and McMahon had formed a partnership with 
Al Bronck, who holds a cgunty license to sell 
liquors by the quart until the 21st instant, and 
that Mr.Bronck'had transferred his business to 
the Lig Bonanza. 

The customers at the Big Bonanza, like 
those at No 23, seemed to prefer beer to 
stronger drinks. Near the cooler the reporter 
found upon a tall counter 

ONE HUNDRED TIN CANS.

Sallie Hopkins, a Negro Woman, is Surren- 
dered by Her Bondsman, 

Sallie Hopkins, a bright negro woman, who 
made quite a reputation about two years ago 
by running the Hopkins house, on Decatur 
street, was committed to the Falton county 
jail yesterday morning. 

The woman’s commitment was based upon 
a warrant charging her with being a common 
cheat and swindle. 

In May, 1885, a} large excursion of colored 
people came to Atlanta from Columbus. 
Among the excursionists was a dashing color- 
ed belle, who stopped at the Hopkins and 
registered as Florence Hill. Soon after her 
arrival at the house the guest gave the Hop- 
kins woman seventy: one dollars, asking her te 
take care of it. The Hill woman 
remained in Atlanta several days, 
and when she was mag | to start 
home, asked for her money. The Hopkins 
woman appeared embarrassed when the de- 
mand was made upon her, and finally said 
that the money together with twenty dollars 
-of her own had been stolen from her and 
that she was unable to replaceit. The Co- 
lumbus weman was not satisfied with the 
statement, and going before Justice Butt 
swore out a warrant charging tie Hop- 
kins woman with beiug a common cheat 
and swindle,. Zhe accused was arrested upon 
the warrant and given a preliminary trial, 
which resulted in a two hundred dollar bond 
being required for her appedrance before thé 
city court. Mr. James Loyd became the 
bondsman and the woman was released, but 
in the following June Mr. Loyd surrendered 
the woman to the authorities and had the bond 
cancelled. The woman then  engeged 
an attorney, and ina few days the attorney 
secured his client’s freedom by presenting a 
bond with Dr, M. C. Martin as sarety.

THE LEAGUE MEETIN 


THE DIRECTORS CONVENE AT THE 
CALL OF PRESIDENT PROUDFIT. 


Augusta's Franchise Declared Forteited — Chatta- 
nooge Allowed to Withdrew from the League 
and Retain Mer Franchise— New Orleans 
and Knoxville Make Application. 


Se ---—--- 


The board of directors of the Southern league 
beld a meeting in the parlor of the Kimball house 
last night, and the following members were pres- 
ent: President Alexander Proudfit, of Macon; Wal- 
ter R. Brown, of Atlanta; R. M. Tankersly, of Chat- 
tanooga: W. H. Goldsby, of Nashville; John L. 
Sneed, of Memphis; D. J. Toubey, of Charleston 
and E. B. Grace, of Macon, The object of the 
meeting wasthe filling of the vacancy occasiened 
py the withdrawal of Augusta from the league. 
Many plans were suggested, anda general discus- 
sion was had asto best interest ofthe Southern 
league. 

ur. E. M. Tankersly, of Chattanooga, stated that 
as his club was the last in the pennant race, and 
as the league could not get along withan uneven 
number of clubs, that his club would drop out of 
the Southern league for the rest of the season, Mr, 
Tankersly said that Chattanooga was not desirous 
of going out of the league, and would be in excel- 
lent shape for next season. Still as Augusta's 
withdrawal necessitated a change in the number 
of clubs, that he thought it best for the interest of 
the league to withdraw and had now decided to 


do so, 

Mr. Walter R. Brown. secretary of the league, 
then moved for the adoption of the following res- 
olution, which was unanimously carried: 

Resolved, by the board of directors of the South- 
ern league, That it shall be the option of one club 
who is a member of the league at this time to cease 
playing for the balance of the season upon the fol- 
lowing expressed conditions, to-wit: The club 
ceasing to play shall retain its membership in the 
Southern league, and shall be allowed to draw the 
balance of the guarantee fund now in the hands of 
the league treasurer coming to it; and shall 
also be pues in so ar as to 
contract with players, andall other privileges of 
the Southern league. The club withdrawing shall 
have the right to sell or dispose of its pe be as it 
may deem proper, and its contracts of every char- 
acter shall be protected as though said club had 
played the season out. Itis expressly unders 
that the club ceasing to’play reserves and retains 
its tranchise, and the same cannot be forfeited 
under any circumstances either by the 
Jeague or otherwise. And the club so with- 
drawing, shall not be subject to any dues or as- 
sessments: end in other words, the club shall have 
all the privileges of the league so far as franchise 
and contracts are concerned. Said club shall be 
allowed all the privileges of attending the league 
meetings and voting, and in other words, shall be 
entitled to all the privileges heretofore exercised 
by it. Sbould the club withdrawing desire to sell 
or dispose of its franchise, the same cannot be 
done when two clubs object. 

It was also agreed upon motion of Mr. Brown, 
that all clubs withdrawing from the league that 
games played with said club be counted toan even 
series. 

On motion of Mr. Haas, of Savannah, that all 
deferred games played up to date be counted in 
the championship summary, was carried. 

Mr. D. J. ,Touhey, of Charleston, offered the 
following resolution, which was unanimously Car- 
ried: 

Resolved, That the balance, amounting to $375, 
now in the hands of the treasurer of the Southern 
league, shall not be diminished by appropriations 
for the purposes of any clubs of the league, and 
that the same be held by the treasurer for division 
smopng the clubs remaining in the league when the 
season is completed. 

A motion of Mr. John L. Sneed that the guaran- 
tee fund, which is now $375, be raised to $500 was 
lost. 

Mr. Charles Collier offered the following: That 
as the Augusta club has now formally disbanded 
and notified the president of its action, that the 
sum remaining in the hands of the treasurer to its 
credit be hereby forfeited io the league, and that 
the franchise of the Augrsta ciub be held as the 
property cfthe Southern league.
